Workmen Unable to Get at 
Blaze Underground at 
Twelfth and St. Charles. 


Fire starting at 8 a. m. today, 
presumably frum a grounded cir- 
cuit, in underground high tension 
electric wire conduits of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. at Twelfth 
boulevard and St. Charles street, 
burned for more than two 
hours, seriously interrupting for a 
few hours the electric power serv- 
ice of this company in the area 
bounded by St. Charles, Cass ave- 
nue, Jefferson avenue and Third

The fire was first noticed when

Cipriano, at the wheel, brought 
hig car tonya bumping stop as the 
coupe sped away westward. Or- 
lando, the only one of the three 
untouched by the bullets, sprang 
from the cartnd called ald from 
the hospital, Into which the two 
men were carried.
